Lt appoars that in coming in on 
Saturday at 1°00 p.m.the Mutsie Marw | 
found hersclf in’ the position of having { 
cither to run down a gempain fall of pas- 
ronyers or runinny the risk of fouling the 
Pabridge, tlien Iytig at anchor abeid of 
hor, She avolded the swell beat, but 
before she could bring horeself ap se had 
“como into the Felbridye’s port aida, denting | 
the ateel plates fully ten inches in. Tho 
shiosk was jiol fell.on board the Japanese
